“Long Lines” Announces | Cable Installed at New 


Rate Reduction 

LONG Distance rate reduc- 

tion recently announced 
by “Long Lines’—the Long 
Distance operating depart- 
ment of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company 
—will go into effect on Janu- 
ary 15. 


Neither The Lincoln Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company 
nor the Northwestern Bell 
Company will join in this rate 
reduction insofar as it af- 
jects points within their re- 
spective territories, and em- 
ployes of this Company should 
be mindful of this fact when 
discussing this much-publi- 
cized rate decrease with pa- 
trons. Only a comparatively 
small proportion of the Long 
Distance business originating 
in our territory will be af- 
fected, in other words, only 
those calls which transfer to 
“Long Lines” circuits. 


F. B. Mackinnon Dies 


REDERICK B. Mackinnon, 

64, president of the United 
States Independent Telephone 
association died suddenly 
January.10, of heart disease at 
his suburban Kenilworth 
home outside of Chicago. Mr. 
Mackinnon was well known 
to officers of this Company 
and had been in Lincoln on 
many occasions, and was 
once speaker at the Nebraska 
Telephone association conven- 
tion, at an Omaha meeting. 


Born in Concordia, Kan., he 
started in the telephone busi- 
ness at Lawrence, joining the 
independent association after 
acquiring several exchanges 
between Lawrence and Kansas 
City. His passing will be a 
great loss to the Independent 
Telephone group. 


Lincoln Exchange 


OX another page will be 
found pictures illustrating 
the progress being made on 
the new automatic exchange 
at 48th and South streets, Lin- 
coln. At the time these pic- 
tures were taken the installa- 
tion of the necessary cable was 
moving forward rapidly under 
the able direction of L. C. 
Anderson, cable supervisor: 


It was necessary to place 
about 36,000 feet of cable, 
varying in size from that 
containing 102 wires to full- 
size cable containing 2,424 
wires. A total of more than 
75,000 connections were nec- 
essary. There are 5,871 miles 
of wire in these cables— 
enough to string a telephone 
circuit from Washington, D. C. 
to San Francisco. 


Five cable crews have been 
employed on this work. An ab- 
solute record of subscribers’ 
lines was kept at all times, this 
record including both the 
present number and the new 
assignment. 


Installation of central of- 
fice equipment is being made 
by the Automatic Electric 
Company, under the direction 
of Mr. Haley, chief installer. 
He is receiving able assist- 
ance from a number of Lin- 
coln switchroom employes. 


Changing of sets in the Col- 
lege View district will be un- 
der the direction of the Lin- 
coln service department and 
will be supervised by Jay 
Pugsley, wire chief. 


The new exchange will be 
cut into service on March 1, 
1937, and a supplemental tele- 
phone directory will be issued 
to all Lincoln subscribers at 
that time. The prefix “4,” in- 
stead of a letter, will be used 
on all numbers operating out 
of this exchange. 


Beatrice and Fairbury 
Have Neon Signs 


PPEERONS and employes at 
Beatrice and Fairbury are 
enjoying the new neon signs 
recently placed on the ex- 
change buildings in those 
cities. The new signs are 14 
feet long, and carry the words 
“Telephone” and “Postal Tele- 
graph” in red and blue neon 
letters. Signs of this type have 
long been needed in both 
cities, since local restrictions 
on curb signs made it impos- 
sible for us to use our stock 
directional and office signs. 
The large illuminated sign 
on the general office building 
in Lincoln was recently mod- 
ernized by the replacement of 
the old opaque glass letters 
with red and blue neon tubing. 


Israelson Retires

Vx tall and quiet friend across the hall—Ken Lawson, the 
Vi directory supervisor—tells me that the first six directories 
distributed this year show an increase of 13 per cent in new 
advertising accounts, and 13 per cent in revenue, over a 
year ago. Exchanges involved are Syracuse, Friend, Bennet, 


Ashland, Seward and Exeter. This fine sales performance 
by our directory organization emphasizes the fact that real 
sales ability will produce new business in our territory, despite 
admittedly unfavorable crop and business conditions. 


One of the high spots of the Lincoln exchange Christmas 
party was the sight of General Auditor Devoe, general chair- 
man of the party committee, searching frantically for his hat- 
and-coat check! In the capacity of general chairman he had 
been very, very stern about check-room facilities.

greatest number of these 
eagerly sought credits. George 
Miers, Seward, outranked 
everybody with 238 credits. 
Others whose credits ran into 
three figures were O. KE. Wohl- 
berg, Plattsmouth, 209; Paul 
Guelker, Lincoln, 188; Jim 
Dudgeon, Hastings, 141; Lloyd 
Whitney, Superior, 126; Earl 
Barger, Hebron, 125; W. R. 
Minich, Geneva, 119; Chris 
Haberman, Friend, 114; R. R. 
Helm, Wymore, 113; C. W. 
Helm, Nebraska City, 110; C. 
R. Baldwin, Humboldt, 108; 
Georgia Tartsch, Plattsmouth, 
102. Many of the above were 
non-functional managers or 
commercial representatives. 
Among’ employes whose op- 
portunities for sales were 
more or less restricted by oth- 
er duties, the following made 
splendid showings: J. H. Hab- 
berman, Hastings, 97 credits; 
Jim Alldritt, Friend, 94; Ethel 
Patrick, Waco, 88; Eileen Mes- 
senger, Fairbury, and Ruth 
Rodine, Polk, 85 each; Ben 
Ford, Beatrice, 84; Alvin Os- 
borne, David City, 75; M. A. 
Birdsley, Auburn, 70. 


The extent of employe par- 
ticipation is one of the most 
vital and interesting phases of 
a sales campaign. Only gen- 
eral summaries were given 
last month, and our readers 
will doubtless be interested in 
a few more figures. Lincoln 
district, with 177 employes, 
had 148 of them taking part 
in the campaign, and they 
piled up a total of 3,164 prize 
credits. This district’s 83.6 
percentage of participation 
was exceeded only by York 
district’s 85.5 per cent—which 
resulted from the participa- 
tion of 124 employes out of a 
possible 145. York district, 
however, amassed only 2,443 
prize credits. Lincoln Zone 
piled up the greatest number 
of prize credits—4,733—and 
did it with the lowest percent- 
age of participation—268 em- 
ployes out of a possible 585, or 
45.8 per cent. Beatrice district, 
with 115 employes out of 188 
taking part, for a percentage 
of 61.2, garnered 2,371 prize 
credits. Hastings district 
turned up with 2,595 credits, 
made by 55 per cent of its em- 
ployes, or 115 out of 209. 


It was a grand campaign, 
and we feel sure the next one 
will be even better! 


Telephone Association 
Meet in February 


IRECTORS of the Nebraska 
Telephone association an- 
nounce the annual convention 
will be held at Lincoln, Febru- 
ary 9 and 10, with The Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany acting as host to the state 
group.

1936 Station Increase Marks 
Improved Business 
In State. 


(es annual convention of the 
Nebraska Telephone asso- 
ciation, held in the Hotel Lin- 
colin, in Lincoln, on February 
9 and 10, was an unusually in- 
teresting and profitable get-to- 
gether. Officials of The Lin- 
eoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company were hosts to a large 
gathering of telephone men 
and women from all parts of 
the state. 

Secretary George Kloidy, of 
the Telephone association, re- 
ported more than 86 member- 
ships in good standing.

COC SEOLDERS of The 
Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, in their 
annual meeting in Lincoln, on 
February 2, found much en- 
couragement in the business 
outlook for the coming year. 
Despite drouth conditions that 
obtained in a large part of our 
territory last year, the Com- 
pany was able to increase the 
number of stations in service 
by 1,142.

Beatrice Subscribers Like 
Service Features 


BEATRICE telephone sub- 
scribers have just been 
given two new switchboard 
features — “audible ringing” 
and “flashing  recall’—with 
which they are expressing 
considerable satisfaction. The 
“Daily Sun” of that city, in a 
recent issue, says: 

“Audible ringing is a regular 
feature of telephone service in all 
larger cities, and we feel sure it 
will be greatly appreciated by 
Beatrice subscribers. In the past 
many telephone subscribers often 
felt that an operator was not mak- 
ing every possible effort to com- 
plete a call—because the ringing 
tone could not be heard. With 
audible ringing every subscriber 
will be able to hear and appreciate 
the efforts of the operator. 

“Another new feature recent- 
ly installed on the _ Beatrice 
switchboard will not be so quickly 
noticed by subscribers, but its ef- 
fect in bettering service will be- 
come increasingly apparent as 
time passes. It is known as ‘flash- 
ing recall’ and its purpose is to 
quickly call an operator back to 
a line upon which a conversation 
has just been completed. 


“Very often a subscriber hangs 
up the receiver and then wishes to 
place another call immediately. 
In the past there has sometimes 
been a delay in securing the op- 
erator’s attention. Installation of 
‘flashing call’ will cause a knock- 
ing sound within .the board the 
instant the receiver is_ lifted, 
while the switchboard lamp will 
flash intermittently—immediately 
recalling the operator to the line.” 

Another feature recently in- 
stalled on the Beatrice and Su- 
perior switchboards, after hav- 
ing been in service in Lincoln 
and Hastings for some time, is 
known as “toll timing auxili- 
ary circuits.” The cord cir-. 
cuits on toll positions are pro- 
vided with a key which is op- 
erated when timing starts 
upon an established toll con- 
nection. When the subscriber 
completes the call, and discon- 
nects the circuit, the added 
key will provide a “knocker” 
which will call attention in- 
stantly to the cord circuits, 
and will notify the operator 
that the subscriber is through 
talking and his ticket should 
be stamped. It is an added 
check—or a “double check,” 
one might say—upon the cor- 
rect timing of toll calls.

New Mounting For Exchange Signs 
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mounting designed by Bert 
Huddleston, general store- 
keeper, for use with Telephone 
sign No. 5, and Postal Tele- 
graph sign No. 315-A, to desig- 
nate Company exchanges or 
business offices. Poles and 
brackets now in use with these 
signs have been found to be 
very unsatisfactory, due to the 
fact that wind pressure usual- 
ly loosens both hooks and 
brackets, and quite often turns 
the pole within its concrete 
base. 

The pole and brackets shown 
above have been constructed 
from galvanized water pipe, 
the pole being made of 1% 
inch pipe, and the brackets of 
%4 inch pipe. The pole is 12 
feet and 3 inches in length, 
and the base is fitted with an 
iron bolt projecting at right 
angles to prevent turning in 
the concrete base. The signs 
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are attached to the brackets 
by means of metal clamps 
which permit them to swing 
in the wind. We have the 
guarantee of Mr. Huddleston 
that nothing short of a typhoon 
will ever tear the signs from 
the brackets. 


At the present time there 
are a large number of ex- 
changes with very poor sign 
equipment in front of the cen- 
tral office building. In some 
instances the signs have been 
mounted on telephone poles— 
a practice extremely hazard- 
ous to our linemen. General 
Commercial Superintendent 
H. F. McCulla has recom- 
mended that all central office 
buildings be equipped with 
proper signs, and this new 
mounting makes this step im- 
mediately possible. It can be 
furnished with or without 
signs, but it should be ordered 
only after consultation with 
the advertising manager.

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More Accidents 


During 1936 


TMHERE was an increase in 

the number of accidents to 
employes of this Company 
during 1936, as compared with 
the previous year, according to 
a report recently issued by the 
general plant department. 


Total accident cases per 100 
employes rose from 8.6%, dur- 
1935, to 9.9% during 1936. 


Total number of accidents 
from all causes rose from 38 
to 45. The number of “lost 


time” accidents increased from 
8 to 15, while the number of 
“no lost time” cases remained 
the same—30 during each year. 
In 1935, aecidents caused a 
loss of 191 days, while 255 days 
were lost last year. 


York district had only one 
accident; Lincoln zone, 2; 
Hastings district, 8° Beatrice 
district, 10; Lincoln district, 
14: construction department, 
8; supply department, 7. 


Sprains and strains head the 
list of injuries, with 10 listed 
under this classification. 
Bruises came next, with a total 


of 8 cases. A like number of 


eye injuries were listed. There 
were only four fractures. Only 
one “dog bite” is listed, which 
indicates one of two things— 
either the boys are getting 
faster and tougher, or they 
are getting better acquainted 
with their dogs!

South street, Lincoln, was cut 


into service at midnight, Febr- 
uary 28, 1937. 


With the inauguration of 
this new dial exchange, Lin- 
coln joins the select circle of 
larger cities in which tele- 
phone service is wholly dial. 
Every large city in the country 
is slowly making the change 
from manual switchboards to 
dial equipment—but in many 
the conversion will not be 
completed for years. That 
Lincoln’s telephone system be- 
comes wholly dial at this early 
date is due to the foresight of 
the men who pioneered with 
automatic equipment in found- 
ing this Company in 1904.

onto the lines. At “F” and “M” 
offices, other crews had al- 
ready completed the work of 
cutting jumpers on lines that 
were transferring to the new 
exchange. With the first ex- 
citement past, a steady stream 
of workmen and _ spectators 
headed for the basement of the 
new building, where sand- 
wiches, doughnuts and coffee 
were served. 


This new exchange unit car- 
ries the designation ‘4’ be- 
cause all numbers operating 
from it carry the numerical 
prefix instead of the usual let- 
ter. 


The equipment is the latest 
Strowger “line-finder’ type, 
built by the Automatic Elec- 
tric Company, of Chicago. The 
new office will be under the 
direct supervision of Foreman 
George Albury, promoted to 
this position from the main of- 
fice switchroom. 


The main entrance to the 
building leads into a very at- 
tractive lobby business office, 
where patrons may pay ac- 
counts. The switchroom is a 
large well-lighted room, 36 
feet wide and 59 feet long. In 
the basement is a forced-draft 
hot air heating plant, together 
with the battery room, cable 
vault, storage room and a 
shower room. 


Due to the installation of 
“line-finder” switching equip- 
ment, the use of dial tone on 
all lines operating from this 
exchange was made necessary. 
Line-finder equipment differs 
from the more familiar line- 
switch equipment in that the 
trunk finds the line instead of 
the reverse. Operation of the 
subscriber’s line-relay merely 
marks the line in the bank and 
starts an idle line-finder 
searching for the line. When 
trunk and line become en- 
gaged, a humming noise gives 
the subscriber notice that dial- 
ing may begin. Connection 
cannot be established if dial- 
ing begins before the humming 
noise (dial tone) is heard. 


LINCOLN'S NEW DIAL EXCHANGE 


A total of 1,400 lines was in- 
stalled in the new exchange. 
About 650 lines were cut from 
the old College View ex- 
change, with 400 being cut 
from the “F” exchange in 
south Lincoln, and 60 from the 
“M” exchange in northeast 
Lincoln. A total of nearly 1,500

ly before the cutover. George 
Albury and Howard Smith 
were others who put in many 
long hours on the C. O. E. in- 
stallation. 


The cable department is par- 
ticularly proud of its part in 
the cutover. Under the direc- 
tion of L. C. Anderson, cable 
supervisor, a remarkable rec- 
ord of efficiency was achieved. 
Actual cable splicing began on 
November 23, and it was 
pushed with all speed to meet 
a February 20 deadline. About 
75,000 connections were made 
during this time, and only 15 
errors were discovered. These 
were all corrected before the 
cutover. This is truly a re- 
markable record—as near to 
perfection as human minds 
and hands might reasonably 
expect to come. The credit 
for this splendid performance 
must, of necessity, go to 
Supervisor Anderson and his 
fine crew of splicers, W. P. 
Conn, Oliver Lahr, Bob De- 
vore, Lloyd Rife and Carl 
Hedstrom, together with their 
helpers, Everett Fagerburg, 
Vaughn Baum, Bob Baker, 
Fred Lant and Eddie Fickett. 
The record clerks, Roy Carlson 
and Dorothy Miller, ably as- 
sisted by Walt Stewart and L. 
Kerbaugh, played an impor- 
tant part. Norman Dilworth 
and Clifford Artz did most of 
the “jumper running,” and so 
efficiently did they labor that 
only three reversed lines were 
detected after the cutover. 


To the engineering depart- 
ment, for the fine result of all 
its planning, must go a large 
portion of credit. T.S. Risser, 
automatic equipment engi- 
neer, labored indefatigably to 
coordinate every phase of the 
equipment installation. 


Traffic meters installed at 
the “4” exchange registered a 
total of 29,430 calls during the 
first 24 hours.

ARCH is “moving month” 

on the farm. In the terri- 
tory in which we operate, 50% 
of the 26,000 farms are oper- 
ated by tenants, according to 
Department of Commerce fig- 
ures. A large percentage of 


these farmers move each 
spring. This movement of 
farmers very definitely affects 
the telephone industry, and is 
of great importance to em- 
ployes of this Company. 


Whenever a farmer leaves 
the farm he has operated dur- 
ing the past year, he very nat- 
urally orders his telephone re- 
moved. Some move entirely 
out of our territory, others 
move to other exchanges in 
our territory, while the great 
majority move to a new loca- 
tion within the same exchange 
area.

Every pos- 
sible effort should be made to 
have the service lined up when 
the farmer moves. 


It is the farmer who is mov- 
ing into our territory from 
some outside point who needs 
our most direct attention. He 
is a “stranger in a strange 
land.” In most instances he ap- 
preciates the friendly atten- 
tions of those who will be his 
future friends and neighbors— 
even when they come to him 
to sell him something! Our 
representatives have before 
them a splendid opportunity 
to transform sales efforts into 
strong personal and Company 
friendships—and few will miss 
the fine opportunity. Farmers 
coming into a new territory 
will wish to visit, over the 
telephone, with old friends left 
behind, and they will want to 
form new friendships by join- 
ing the telephone “neighbor- 
hood circle” in their new loca- 
tion. Most people, too, when 
moving into a new home, de- 
sire to make their new quar- 
ters more modern than those 
they left behind, and it is often 
possible to sell telephone serv- 
ice to a farmer who did not 
have such service in his pre- 
vious home. 


This farm movement creates 
considerable movement in 
neighboring cities and towns, 
and every sales argument ap- 
plicable to the farm is equally 
potent in town.

Accident No. 1 for the terri- 
tory and No. 1 for the Lincoln 
district, for 1937, occurred on 
January 2. A combination- 
man slipped on a waxed stair- 
way, fell down the stairway, 
and received a small lacera- 
tion on his chin and another on 
his left hand, bruised his left 
elbow and received a hairline 
fracture of the right elbow. 


Accident No. 2 for both the 
territory and the Lincoln dis- 
trict occurred on January 22. 
A groundman cut his foot with 
a chopping axe while trim- 
ming trees. The accident was 
not serious, but he lost some 
time from work. 

Accident No. 3 for the ter- 
ritory and No. 1 for the Lin- 
coln service department oc- 
curred on February 15. A cable 
splicer’s helper got some dirt 
in his eye during a windstorm, 
and rubbing the eye caused an 
inflammation to develop. It 
was necessary for him to visit 
a doctor. He lost no time from 
his work. 

Accident No. 4 for the terri- 
tory and No. 1 for the York 
district occurred on March 17. 
A. combinationman stubbed 
his toe while carrying a jar of 
caustic soda solution. The acid 
flew up into his mouth and 
nose. It was necessary for him 
to visit a doctor immediately 
and have his mouth washed 
out with vinegar and soda. He 
lost no time from work. The 
moral of this incident would 
seem to be that caustic soda 
should not be handled by a 
workman who cannot keep his 
mouth shut! 

Accident No. 5 for the ter- 
ritory and No. 1 for the Hast- 
ings district occurred on 
March 11. A Postal messenger, 
while riding his bicycle, had a 
collision with an automobile. 
He suffered a puncture lacera- 
tion of the cheek in front of the 
right ear. Fortunately, he was 
not seriously hurt.

AIDS EMPLOYES 


Association Increased By 92 
Members Since January 1. 


A STATEMENT issued by the 
Employes’ Cooperative 
Credit Association, dated April 
5, reveals the sound and steadv 
growth of this popular organ- 
ization. It also reveals the 
fact that it has been most help- 
ful to employes. 


Loans aggregating $21,546.63 
constitute all but a fraction of 
its assets. In other words, loan 
applications arrive and are ap- 
proved so rapidly that there is 
very little loanable cash in the 
bank at any time. So rapid a 
“turn over” places the organ- 
ization in a very healthy posi- 
tion since it assures reasonable 
dividends to shareholders. De- 
posits in the amount of $14,- 
489.08 constitute the largest 
item on the liabilities side of 
the ledger. New members 
since January 1, 1937, total 92. 
There are now 579 Association 
members. A total of 265 loans 
have been made, with the 
amount of the loans averaging 
$129.56. 

A study of the loan classifi- 
cation reveals many interest- 
ing facts. Prior loans in the 
amount of $6,145.19 have been 
refinanced through the Asso- 
ciation. Loans totaling $4,- 
881.80 have been made to clean 
up hospital and doctor bills. 
Payment of current bills by 
employes has called for loans 
aggregating $10,219.03. A total 
ot $3,612.50 has been loaned 
to assist in the purchase of 
automobiles, while taxes and 
educational assistance have 
called for $1,092.50 and $1,055 
respectively. 


Purchase of furniture gen- 
erated loans totaling $675, 
while $760.69 has been loaned 
to finance property improve- 
ments. Vacations called for 
$351, while $150 was loaned 
to pay funeral expenses. Small 
miscellaneous loans aggre- 
gated $3,498.29. 


Since the Association began 
operations, a total of $34,342.70 
has been loaned, and $12,797.07 
has been repaid.

It is essential now that 
all our rural subscribers be 
informed of the new ring and 
of its significance. It will be 
used only as an “Emergency” 
ring. The “General Line Ring” 
will be retained and used ex- 
clusively as a signal prelimi- 
nary to the transmission of 
matter of general interest.

STATION "COMPET” 
AT HALFWAY MARK 


Interview Percentage Reaches New High Indicating Success- 
ful Campaign. 


eae spring drive for main station sales, better known as 
the “Compet,’ reached the halfway mark on May 165. 
Final figures are not, of course, available for this month’s 
issue of the “News,” but a complete resume of the two weeks’ 


drive will be published in the June issue. 


The “Compet” 


was launched on May 9 and will continue through May 23. 


No prizes, except those to be 
gained through regular 
monthly Honor Roll awards, 
will be given in this campaign. 
Sale of supplemental services 
will not count toward making 
the quotas assigned for this 
sales effort. 


“Compet” figures released 
by the general commercial de- 
partment at the time this ar- 
ticle was written, on May 17, 
indicate that the campaign is 
bringing satisfactory results. 
A statement by General Com- 
mercial Superintendent H. F. 
McCulla says: 


“While we have at this date 
reached only 22.7% of our 
quota for the month of May, 
there will be a very definite 
accumulative effect from the 
large number of interviews 
made during the first week 
of the Compet. This will be 
apparent in the net station 
gain during the last week of 
this sales drive and will be 


Two Accidents Occur

WO accidents, neither of

OMPANY voice demonstra- 

tions and moving picture 
showings were decidedly pop- 
ular in Lincoln and in the ter- 
ritory during the months that 
have elapsed since January 1. 
A total of 20 voice demon- 
Strations was given during 
this period, while our sound 
equipment was used 85 times 
to show the Company’s inter- 
esting library of films. A let- 
ter from Ralph R. Roszell, 
president of the Beatrice Ki- 
wanis Club, is indicative of 
the reception accorded our 
voice demonstration where- 
ever given: 

“Your program was instructive 
to businessmen and showed very 
clearly that careful analysis of 
types of voices has a great deal 
to do with the selling of merchan- 


fees general business wel- 
are. 


carried on into the closing 
week of the month. We have 
no doubt that the established 
quotas will be reached. We 
still believe that ‘more. inter- 
views mean more sales’ and 
the large number of inter- 
views already recorded in this 
campaign definitely indicate 
that a fine station sales rec- 
ord will be made during the 
closing days.” 


The quick response of em- 
ployes to this campaign may 
be best illustrated by the fol- 
lowing comparison: In the 
spring campaign of 1935, em- 
ployes made exactly 3,500 in- 
terviews during the first six 
working days. During a simi- 
lar period of the present 
“Compet” they have made 
D000 Interviews. With the 
continuance of good growing 
weather for Nebraska crops, 
a high percentage of these in- 
terviews will result in sales. 


Challenges have been fly- 
ing thick and fast between dis- 
tricts and areas. The Clay 
Center area, first to make its 
quota and in the lead as this is 
written, issued one of the first 
challenges. Couched in prop- 
er “fighting language,’ it 
dared the Wahoo area to 
“deadly combat” for the hon- 
or and glory of leadership in 
the Spring ‘“‘Compet.” Wahoo 
area was quick to accept the 
challenge, and has been press- 
ing the Clay Center folks all 
the way. 


First in the list of districts, 
at this date, is the Lincoln dis- 
trict—which has held the dis- 
trict campaign trophy through 
the last two campaigns. This 
district was promised perma- 
nent possession of this trophy 
if they make the largest per- 
centage of their net station 
gain quota during the “Com- 
pet.” As this is written, it 
appears that this group will 
make good their threat to re- 
tain the beautiful silver cup 
that has been the _ prized 
possession of many district of- 
fices during the past eight 
years. 


A unique feature of this 
campaign is the use of “lapel 
tags” to make all employes 
“sales conscious.” 'These tags 
carry a space in which may 
be written the daily interview 
and sales record of the em- 
ployes wearing them—and it 
is pretty hard for any employe 
to keep from wearing his or 
her tag. Most employe groups 
“check up” on each other 
rather closely, and those who 
fail to make interviews or 
sales are stimulated to go out 
and make a record they can be 
proud to wear. In addition, 
constant wearing of the tags 
serves to draw questions from 
friends and neighbors who 
are often potential customers. 


Daily bulletins from the 
general commercial depart- 
ment, and from district and 
area headquarters, are help- 
ing to keep the competitive 
spirit at a high pitch, 
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(A random review of serious and frivolous Telephone facts.)

A Reon May station sales “Compet,” launched at a time when 
the wheat harvest was still many weeks away and carried 
forward without the stimulus of prize awards to employe 
participants, ended with a net gain of 327 stations!

Present crop 
conditions indicate a splendid 
year ahead and the same fine 
employe participation should, 
under easier conditions, bring 
glorious results.”

Gantt Receives Degree 
From N. U. 


R. Robert A. Gantt, vice 

president of the Postal 
Telegraph Company, received 
the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Engineering from the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska at the 
annual commencement exer- 
cises on Monday, June 7. 


Born in Falls City, Mr. 
Gantt graduated from the Uni- 
versity in 1909. While attend- 
ing school in Lincoln, he was 
employed by this Company, 
later joining the Bell system. 
After many years with the 
telephone industry in Omaha 
and on the west coast, he 
joined Postal Telegraph in 
1928. He is now in full charge 
of the domestic landlines sys- 
tem. 


The “Compet” gain of 327 
stations placed the month 
ahead of any May since 1926. 
In fact, it is possible to go 
back to 1920 and find only two 
years—1924 and 1926—when 
May station gains exceeded 
that just recorded! The gain 
for May brought the total net 
station gain for the year to 
895! 


A remarkable feature of this 
campaign was the fact that, 
while the net station gain 
quota was established on the 
basis of an entire month, the 
sales drive itself lasted only 
two weeks—from May 9 to 23. 
A total of 579 employes made 
10,485 interviews. Lincoln dis- 
trict reported 100% interview 
participation. 


Clay Center area won first 
place in the area competition 
—and won it “going away’— 
with 300% of quota. Seward 
area was in second place with 
182% of quota, while Platts- 


.|mouth area pulled into third 


place with 135% of quota. Lin- 
coln district sold 89 stations 
for the largest gain, made the 
largest percentage of quota 
with 112%, and was the only 
district to make its net gain 
quota. All areas in the Lin- 
coln district made their 
quotas. Its fine record gave 
the Lincoln district permanent 


‘|possession of the beautiful 


district campaign cup—a tro- 
phy that has been bravely bat- 
tled for and has been in the 
temporary possession of every 
district at least once. 


Clay Center area now takes 
over the area campaign tro- 
phy. This cup, first won by 
the Stromsburg area in the 
fall of 1935, has been in the 
possession of the Wilber area 
since the “Open Season” cam- 
paign last fall. 


During the ‘‘Compet” it was 
announced that a party, or 
‘“Whing-Ding,” would be given 
for all employes in the area 
making the greatest percent- 
age of net station gain quota. 
Clay Center area, of course, 
wins this one “hands down.” 
At the same time it was an- 
nounced that another party 
would be awarded to the area 
making the greatest percent- 
age of net station gain quota 
during the period from May 
18 to 31, inclusive. Platts- 
mouth area came from “away 
down the road” to pick this 
one off, gaining 28 stations 
during the special “Whing- 
Ding” quota period, for 200%. 
Seward area “doubled in 
brass” by running in second 
place in this special competi- 
tion as well as in the “Com- 
pet” quota. 


Cold figures tell the story 
of the intense competition 
and additional “drive” added 
to the campaign by the an- 
nouncements of the two par- 
ties. During the first 17 days 
of May the net gain was 101 
stations, while 226. stations 
were gained during the re- 
mainder of the month!

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GENERAL MANAGER AGEE 
WRITES EMPLOYES FROM ITALY 


Beos leaving on his trip 
to Europe, General Man- 
ager J. H. Agee promised to 
write a letter from abroad for 
the edification of ‘News’ 
readers. He has kept his 
promise with the following 
interesting and instructive re- 
sume of the first portion of his 
trip, written from the Palazzo 
Ambasciatori, Rome, Italy: 


I believe I promised to write 
at least one letter to you while I 
was in Europe. This is it. 


We have been in Europe only 
nine days, but it seems much 
longer and actually we've seen 
enough new, novel and interest- 
ing sights to fill a book. 


We stopped over night in Paris, 
but saw very little of it—will be 
back there for a few days in early 
July. We took a daylight trip 
entirely across France—and a 
more beautiful trip would be 
hard to imagine. The thing that 
really amazed me is the agricul- 
tural production of the country. 
Possibly the most important crop 
is the grape. Vineyards every- 
where, and so well cared for. One 
can better understand this when 
he sees the enormous amount of 
wine consumed daily. The Euro- 
peans drink everything but water. 
Our greatest trouble so far is to 
secure cold drinking water. At 
all the hotels, restaurants and 
dining cars they sell bottled spring 
water. At one I paid 50c for a 
quart bottle of fresh water. I 
could have bought the sour red 
Italian wine for 35c. 

But aside from the vineyards, 
the entire country, except moun- 
tain tops, is farmed; oats, wheat, 
corn, potatoes, tomatoes, lettuce, 
cabbage, all looking beautiful at 
this season of the year. And who 
does the work over here, Norm? 
The women! Believe you me, 
Norman, the American man 
simply knows nothing about liv- 
ing. In America we have the sadly 
mistaken notion that the man 
should do the work. But here the 
most of the farm labor is done 
by women. Usually one man and 
two or three women in each field, 
the man standing around bossing

The age of this country im- 
presses one instantly. So old— 
hundreds and hundreds of years 
—in fact much 
of southern 
[Italy ane 
France was 
settled before 
the Christian 
era. Switzer- 
land claims to 
have been oc- 
cupied by the 
early Nomadic 
tribes as long 
ago as 6,000 
years before 
Christ, and 
yet here is this soil producing 
marvelous crops. 

In both France and Italy the 
Government owns the utilities, 
railroads, electric plants, tele- 
phone and telegraph. 

Coming out of Paris the tele- 
phone and telegraph lines are 
combined. The wires are sup- 
ported by 4 poles at each span— 
cross arms are of angle iron, 16 
heavy porcelain insulators on top 
and bottom of each one—120 to 
160 copper wires on each lead. 
Many poles are of concrete, some 
of the steel tower type and in 
many places in the cities poles are 
of pressed steel, round, but riveted 
together, that is, two half poles 
riveted together to make one 
round hollow pole. Permanent! 
My eye! 

I visited the exchange in Nice, 
France—city of 270,000 people. 
Very modern automatic plant— 
fireproof building—all service is 
sold on measured basis—and each 
terminal rack has its portion of 
tiny little meters which record 
every call—the same as many of 
our larger cities in America. 

In the long distance room the 
boards were just like ours. About 
50 operators on duty—mostly older 
women—50 to 65 years of age. 
The French girl doesn’t seem to 
take to telephone operating. The 
service is slow, but seems depend- 
able. For example, Dick became 
acquainted on shipboard with a 
lad his age from Los Angeles. His 
parents were stopping at a differ-

There are dozens and 
dozens of beautiful apartment 
houses under construction—great 
big buildings 20 and 25 stories in 
height. No unemployment. Where 
the money comes from I don’t 
know. 

Italy has splendid paved high- 
ways, bridges are fine and mod- 
ern, railroads electrified from Nice 
to Spiezzia (about 200 miles). We 
drove on highway along the Medi- 
terranean from Nice to Genoa, 150 
miles, beautiful beyond descrip- 
tion. 

The farming district between 
Genoa and Rome reminds us of 
home. Large fields of wheat and 
oats being harvested with binders 
pulled by tractors. Then wheat 
being stacked just like we do in 
Nebraska. Here and there a small 
field is being cut with ox power— 
two teams of big white oxen with 
enormous horns, walking along 
pulling a binder. Occasionally 
you see a still smaller field where 
harvesting is being done, with 
women swinging sickles (not 
scythes), then binding bundles by 
hand. 

Well, here we are in Rome— 
the home of the old Caesar’s — 
the city built or. seven hills— 
named after Romulus, the twin 
who finally overcame his brother, 
Remus. Everywhere one sees pic- 
tures and statues of the twins 
feeding from the old she-wolf, 


who nurtured them to boyhood, 


according the legend. 

We.are having a fine time, but 
think often of Lincoln and the 
telephone folks.

For many years the cafe- 
eria was operated without the 
careful supervision it has re- 
ceived in recent years from 
General Traffic Superintend- 
ent R. S. Brewster. Food was 
sold at bare cost and the fact 
that little attempt was made 
to offer varied and attractive 
menus kept the sales volume 
so low that this particular ac- 
tivity was always “in the red.” 


When he finally decided to 
take an active supervisory in- 
terest in the cafeteria, Mr. 
Brewster was at once forced 
to the logical conclusion that 
it was failing to do the one 
thing that justified its exist- 
ence. It was not benefiting 
employes in any measurable 
degree because, despite its un- 
usually low prices, no more 
than 30 to 35 employes were 
appearing daily for lunch. 


Mr. Brewster moved the 
cafeteria into new and greatly 
enlarged quarters. He decor- 
atd and furnished the new 
quarters attractively. Then, 
knowing that good food is, 
after all, the prime essential, 
he secured the services of Mrs. 
Marcia Watson as stewardess. 
Mrs. Watson, by the charm of 
her pleasing personality and 
her outstanding ability to su- 
pervise the preparation of at- 
tractive food lists, is one of 
the chief reasons for the pres- 
ent amazing popularity of our 
cafeteria. The pleasant, con- 
genial atmosphere of the place 
has made it much more of an 
employes’ club than a lunch 
room! 


A daily menu service places 
the day’s food selections— 
with prices—upon every desk 
in the general office build- 
ing. And these prices, by 
the way, are no longer kept 
strictly at cost. They are 
lower than in commercial 


cafeterias and _ restaurants 
and our employes benefit 
fit thereby, but with the vol- 
ume that has been achieved 
they permit a small profit 
that has kept the cafeteria 
“out of the red” for the past 
several years. And, as fast as 
profits accrue, they are put 
back into betterments for the 
benefit of the employe pa- 
trons. An employe credit sys- 
tem was set up a few years 
ago and this has been very 
helpful to those who find 
themselves “short” before pay 
day.

“IS IT TRUE WHAT 
THEY KNOW —ABOUT 
LONG DISTANCE? 


UST what does the public 

know about Long Distance? 
Are we, as employes, doing 
everything possible to broad- 
en the public’s knowledge of 
this finest form of communi- 
cation? These are questions 
that eternally puzzle tele- 
phone company executives 
and sales people. 

More than 2,500,000 Long 
Distance calls are made in 
this country every 24 hours. 
From this use of the service 
we might be led to believe 
that the public generally is 
familiar with Long Distance 
service and the rates charged. 
This, however, does not prove 
to be a fact. The general im- 
pression on the part of the 
public regarding Long Dis- 
tance rates, as gathered from 
nearly 2,000 persons inter- 
viewed at the Chicago Expo- 
sition in 1933, showed the av- 
erage guess of rates for calls 
over 1,000 miles to be 58 per 
cent too high, and for calls 
under 1,000 miles to be 91 per 
cent higher than the estab- 
lished rate. 

In June, 1935, schedules and 
tariffs were changed to pro- 
vide for a night rate period 
starting at 7 p. m. instead of 
8:30 p. m., and subsequently 
the application of the reduced 
night rate to all day Sunday 
and person-to-person calls 
was announced. Literally 
oceans of printers’ ink were 
Spread upon paper to an- 
nounce these reductions. 

To assume, : however, that 
all customers and potential 
customers are familiar with 
these changes would be a seri- 
ous mistake. Such changes 
cannot be impressed immedi- 
ately upon the conscious 
minds of all persons. In fact, 
a study recently made of a 
representative group of tele- 
phone subscribers showed 52 
per cent to have no knowl- 
edge of either the 7 p. m. or 
the Sunday reduction! Of 
what significance? Just this: 
the same study showed that 
those customers familiar with 
the reduced rate periods used 
more Long Distance service 
than those who had no knowl- 
edge of the changes! 

There is a big job ahead of 
every one of us. -More oceans 
of ink must yet be spilled, 
many more personal inter- 
views remain to be made, be- 
fore we approach the desired 
goal where every customer or 
potential customer has a fair- 
ly good understanding of the 
important facts about the low 
cost, high speed, and clarity 
of Long Distance. 

We cannot lag on this job. 
To accomplish it means 
brighter days ahead for all of 
us. We should ask ourselves: 
“Is it true what our friends 
and relatives know about 
Long Distance?” Usually, it 
isn’t—and we are the ones 
who can set them right!

Last month I told you about how our three “air condi- 
tioning experts’—Brewster, Donley and Behm—practically 
wrecked the David City cooling unit by trying to “fix” it.

| At the close of the working 
‘+. day on September 3, 1937, 
‘the York maintenance area 
completed 952 days without a 
personal .injury accident to 
any employe in the plant de- 
partment! During this period, 
from ten to fifteen regularly 
employed men drove five 
automobiles and handled the 
usual work necessary to the 
maintenance of an excellent 
grade of service for more than 
3,000 subscribers. These men 
also maintained, under both 
normal and hazardous condi- 
tions, approximately one hun- 
dred miles of toll plant. 


The “News” feels that this 
record is worthy of special 
commendation and we feel 
sure that much credit is due 
to Wire Chief George 
Mehuron for his unceasing 
vigilance in all matters per- 
taining to the safety of the 
men under his supervision. 
We do not know that this 
period of 952 accidentless days 
constitutes a record. We 
would appreciate hearing 
from other areas with as good 
or better records. We can 
think of nothing more impor- 
tant than good stiff competi- 
tion between areas for the 
best record of accident pre- 
vention. 


Auburn Rural Lines 
To Be Metallic 


HREE construction crews 

moved into the Auburn ex- 
change area early in Septem- 
ber to begin the work of mak- 
ing all the rural lines metal- 
lic. This work is necessitated 
by the recent extension of 
rural power lines in this ex- 
change area. 


Rural service has been fur- 
nished in the past over 48 
grounded circuits. These 
grounded lines have given ex- 
cellent service but the advent 
of rural electrification will 
cause a great deal of inductive 
interference resulting in ex- 
cessive noise. The only way 
for the telephone industry to 
insure perfect service on rural 
lines paralleled by power 
lines is to make the telephone 
circuits metallic. Further ex- 
tension of power lines in the 
Auburn exchange area is an- 
ticipated and for this reason 
it was decided to convert all 
rural lines to a full metallic 
basis at this time. 


The construction crews to 
headquarter in Auburn for 
this job will be those of A. B. 
Smith, Harry Moss and G. A. 
Foster. It is expected that the 
work will not be finished be- 
fore the latter part of this 
year.

CORN CROP 
FAILURE IS NOT 
TOTAL CALAMITY 


Farm Income Still Merits 
Employe Sales Effort. 


ee hot winds of August 15 
and 16, which wrought im- 
mense damage to Nebraska 
cornfields, dealt a severe 
blow to the morale of tele- 
phone sales people—but did 
not break their spirit. 


Following the first stunning 
effect of the loss of what 
promised to be a bumper corn 
crop, farmers and townspeo- 
ple alike have rallied and are 
examining the future with a 
distinctly hopeful feeling. In 
the first place, our territory 
harvested its most valuable 
wheat crop since 1930. Six- 
teen of our twenty-two coun- 
ties harvested over one mil- 
lion bushels each. Our ter- 
ritory produced 714%2%, or 
33,119,942 bushels, of the 
state’s total wheat production 
of 46,306,273 bushels. Average 
value of our wheat was $1.00 

er bushel, which means that 
33,119,942 are already circu- 
lating in our territory. This 
amount of money is certain to 
improve business conditions 
even though our benefit may 
not come directly from the 
farmers. 


Despite the killing hot 
winds of August, the Septem- 
ber 1 corn estimate for our 
territory is 19% of a full crop, 
or an estimate of nearly 14,- 
000,000 bushels. While far 
below the August 1 estimate, 
this amount is still far above 
last year’s production. Reports 
indicate that nearly all crops 
are above last year. Particu- 
larly is this true of fruit. Our 
river counties are now har- 
vesting one of the finest fruit 
crops, from the standpoint of 
both quality and quantity, in 
Nebraska’s history. Hay, oats, 
barley and forage crops show 
good production. 


While this year’s farm in- 
come may not be sufficient to 
make any appreciable in- 
crease in our farm telephones, 
the fact remains that our ter- 
ritory is going to be richer by 
millions of dollars than at this 
same time last year. More 
than ever, we must be alert 
to capitalize on every sales 
opportunity. We must roll up 
our sleeves and “keep the ball 
in play” while we await that 
bumper crop year that is just 
over the horizon. 


Perhaps we are inclined to 
scoff at “next year we’ll get 
that crop” sentiment—but no 
fact is quite so certain as that 
one. We missed abundance 
by an eyelash this year and 
patience and hope have al- 
ways earned their just re- 
ward!

2 Saeeereeaseae you have already read General Manager 
/ Agee’s interesting (and peppery—AND HUMOROUS!) 
description of various phases of his European trip. After 
reading it for the umpty-steenth time, I am practically con- 
vineed that I made a big mistake in popping off about his 
brand of humor in last month’s “News.” Having noted the 
“soing over” he gave me in his story, you'll understand 
why IU be yanking my “fright wig” every time I see him 
during the coming months. It just doesn’t pay to get too 
funny with these officials—they always have the last word! 


Last month’s “clarion call’ for material of all kinds 
having a bearing upon the history of this Company has 
already produced several interesting items. A number of 
serap books have been unearthed and delivered into our 
keeping. In these books are to be found copies of adver- 
tisements published during the period from 1906 to 1912— 
advertisements revealing that those were, in truth, the 
good old “hairy chested” days. This Company, a weak 
but undeniably scrappy infant in 1906, was engaged in a 
do-or-die grapple with the formidable Nebraska Telephone 
Company—a Bell organization. The prize at stake was the 
opportunity to offer efficient and unified telephone service 
to southeast Nebraska. Telephone patrons in Lincoln were 
given a splendid opportunity to become acquainted with the 
chaos and expensive duplication arising out of unrestricted 
eompetition in a business that, by the very nature of the serv- 
ice it offers, is inherently non-competitive. I want to tell you 
that neither company was pulling any punches in its ad- 
vertising copy. Statements were made in print in those 
roistering and carefree days that would bring libel suits 
in thirty minutes of the present more genteel era. Finally, 
in 1912, came the consolidation—with the Bell interests 
surrendering this territory to the Lincoln Company. The 
advertisements of that period reflect the jubilation of our 
officials over the outcome. Additional scrap books cover 
the years from 1912 to 1917. They are the most fascinating 
reading | have ever encountered. One cannot avoid re- 
flecting upon the sheer courage and sound business prin- 
ciples of the men’ who fought to build this Company. Only 
a lew of the real veterans remain. It is because of this fact 
that we feel that the time has arrived for us to begin the 
collection of various items from which a true history of our 
Company may some day be compiled. If you are as in- 
terested in this organization’s history as I am, I here and 
now invite you to call at my office and we will take a whirl 
at those serap books. 


And speaking of history, Mark Caster tells me that 
Charley Gritzner, now a switchman in the Lincoln service 
department, was a collar designer for the old Capital Collar 
& Cuif Company away back in ’08 and ’09. Those were the 
days of the celluloid collar—and Charley then acquired a 
distaste for “getting hot under the collar” that has remained 
with him to this day. Celluloid collars were highly inflam- 
mable, you know, and you just didn’t take liberties with 
them! 


Some of us are still groggy as we try to recover from that 
sad Sunday in mid-August when a furnace-like blast out of 
the south blew the fairest corn prospect in years into the 
limbo of forgotten things. It was truly heart-breaking 
to miss victory by so narrow a margin—but Earl Marvin, 
the always interesting philosopher-editor of the Beatrice Sun, 


turns the light of sane reflection upon our problem in the 
following: 


_ “This phase of gloom will pass and people will come to rejoice 
with what they have and think less of what they never really had. 
The July corm prospect was like the stock market investors paper 
projsit—a thing to worry over when it is pared down but a thing to 
find satisfaction in so long as it is not entirely depleted.” 


I believe all of us can agree with Editor Marvin. I was 
born in Nebraska, have spent all my life in Nebraska and 
i love the breath-taking sweep of its prairies, the rippling 
peauty of its wheat fields and the rustling glory of its corn 
rows. I cannot lose faith in Nebraska—even when that rust- 
‘ing emanates from fields that are burned and dead. Man and 
poy-——as they say in sea fiction—I’ve seen these fertile acres 
produce the sinews of prosperity. They’ll do it again — so 
push out your chin and “stand up for Nebraska!”

“I 
am ready.”

York Editor Tells Human 
Interest Story 


PRE telephone has become 
so commonplace to most 
people of this generation, 
that little thought is given to 
those folks still living who 
have never had the “first- 
thrill” of a long distance con- 
versation. The following story 
reprinted from “People and 
Things,” a personal column 
written by the editor of The 
New Teller, York, points out 
this fact: 


“A long, long time ago two children 
at play in a shady back yard in York 
spent the greater part of a spring day 
in experimenting with a crude toy 
which their father had constructed for 
them, using discarded tin cans, a length 
of cord and other simple materials. 
Messages of great importance were 
carried from barn to porch and back 
again by means of this home-made 
telephone, and not until the supper 
bell rang did the contrivance begin to 
lose its charm. 


“One night last week one of these 
‘children’ sat in a quiet living room 
in York and the other in his home in a 
coast town where the roar of ocean 
sounds ceaselessly. The boy of back- 
yard days pleads guilty to progressing 
baldness. His sister has reason to be 
concerned over an increasing number 
of gray hairs. The years have carried 
them far from the days of the tomato 
can mouthpieces and many, many miles 
lie between their dwelling places. But 
through the medium of ‘‘long distance’”’ 
the two chatted freely for a precious 
few minutes, and the voices came even 
more clearly than between barn and 
porch on that April afternoon in 18—(?). 

“Telephone conversations of impor- 
tance, relating to business and. called 
for by emergencies of various kinds, 
are not at all uncommon in these days. 
Yet there are many people. still 
uninitiated in the experience, and one 
of the couple just mentioned had a 
first taste of the thrill it carries on 
this occasion. Waiting for central to 
“put through’ the station-to-station 
call, there came visions of greening 
farm lands, snow-clad mountains, desert 
plains, teeming cities, rushing rivers, 
placid inland lakes, blooming orchards, 
all the vast landscape over which the 
slender wires were said to reach. Then 
suddenly a familar voice; time and dis- 
tance became as nothing, and until a 
warning word came gently, “Your 
three minutes are up,” the reunion 
was all that could be asked. To quote 
a trite expression, a great deal of 
water has gone under the bridge, not 
alone of private. lives, but man’s in- 
ventive genius, since that day of ama- 
teur telephone between the porch and 
barn. How soon miracles become the 
commonplace.”

NEW SALES PLAN 
IN LINCOLN OFFICE 


Complete Commercial Service 
Offered Business Accounts. 


A NEW operating plan for 
the Lincoln local commer- 
cial office sales force was put 
into effect on September 28. 
Previous selling methods 
brought Lincoln business ac- 
counts into contact with three 
separate groups of salesmen— 
those selling exchange serv- 
ice, those giving their entire 
time to the sale of Long Dis- 
tance service and those who 
gave all their effort to de- 
veloping Postal telegraph us- 
age.

The telephone industry gen- 
erally shares the joy of its 
rural subscribers in this mod- 
ernization of their daily living. 
It stands ready to do its part 
in this improvement program. 
It is very doubtful, however, 
if many people realize the fact 
that the old one-wire or 
“srounded line” system of 
transmission, which has ren- 
dered splendid and inexpen- 
sive telephone service for 
nearly three generations, has 
been wholly doomed! 

The one-wire or “grounded 
line” system of transmission 
has had great advantages in 
rural telephone construction. 
Not only was the original cost 
low but maintenance and de- 
preciation costs were kept 
down. This redounded to the 
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known as a “metallic line.” 
This consists of two wires 
and does not operate through 
the ground. When properly 
constructed and maintained it 
is free of noise and cross-talk. 
To furnish such service rates 
were, of necessity, much high- 
er in cities than in rural areas. 
Such a line costs more to con- 
struct and maintain. Depre- 
ciation is heavier and from 
every angle the service is more 
costly to the subscriber. 


Because “grounded line” 
service was good in rural areas 
and because it was relatively 
inexpensive, rural subscribers 
have been very content with 
it. Telephone companies have 
been happy to furnish it to 
them at the existing rates.

2) 
add greatly to the convenience 
and efficiency of farm life. 
When both services parallel 
each other on a public high- 
way, however, the power line 
causes sufficient noise on a 
one-wire or “grounded line’ 
system to render it practically 
useless for the purpose of 
carrying on a conversation. 
This is because electric trans- 
mission lines, which carry suf- 
ficient current to light build- 
ings and drive machinery, set 
up electrical waves that travel 
for a considerable distance In 
the surrounding air and 
through the ground. “Ground- 
ed line” telephone wires col- 
lect enough of this electrical 
force to produce noise in the 
telephone receivers. 

There is only one answer 
to this problem from the angle 
of the telephone companies. 
The answer is the reconstruc- 
tion of existing rural circuits 
to the end that the service 
may be satisfactory with a 
two-wire or “metallic line.” 
This reconstruction program is 
already under way in many 
parts of the state. It will be 
continued as fast as new elec- 
tric transmission lines parallel 
telephone lines. 

There can be no doubt that 
two-wire or “metallic line” 
telephone service is wel 
worth its additional cost. It 
eliminates power line inter- 
ference, cross-talk and gives 
rural subscribers the same 
high-grade service enjoyed in 
cities and towns. 

It is essential that rural tele- 
phone subscribers now using 
“srounded line” service should 
be fully informed as to just 
what the building of power 
lines into their locality means 
to their telephone service. 
They should know just why 
the one-wire or “grounded 
line” has had its day and why 
it must now move on to take 
its place in history.

(Continued from page 1, col. 2) 
add greatly to the convenience 
and efficiency of farm life. 
When both services parallel 
each other on a public high- 
way, however, the power line 
causes sufficient noise on a 
one-wire or “grounded line’ 
system to render it practically 
useless for the purpose of 
carrying on a conversation. 
This is because electric trans- 
mission lines, which carry suf- 
ficient current to light build- 
ings and drive machinery, set 
up electrical waves that travel 
for a considerable distance In 
the surrounding air and 
through the ground. “Ground- 
ed line” telephone wires col- 
lect enough of this electrical 
force to produce noise in the 
telephone receivers. | 

There is only one answer 
to this problem from the angle 
of the telephone companies. 
The answer is the reconstruc- 
tion of existing rural circuits 
to the end that the service 
may be satisfactory with a 
two-wire or “metallic line.” 
This reconstruction program is 
already under way in many 
parts of the state. It will be 
continued as fast as new elec- 
tric transmission lines parallel 
telephone lines. 

There can be no doubt that 
two-wire or “metallic line” 
telephone service is well 
worth its additional cost. It 
eliminates power line inter- 
ference, cross-talk and gives 
rural subscribers the same 
high-grade service enjoyed in 
cities and towns. 

It is essential that rural tele- 
phone subscribers now using 
“srounded line” service should 
be fully informed as to just 
what the building of power 
lines into their locality means 
to their telephone service. 
They should know just why 
the one-wire or “grounded 
line” has had its day and why 
it must now move on to take 
its place in history.

Service Charge 
Schedule Revised 


NEW service connection 

schedule affecting instru- 
ments “left in place” has been 
approved for use in the ex- 
changes operated by this 
Company. Under the new 
schedule, a flat charge of 
$1.00 will be applied when a 
subscriber takes over existing 
equipment and no additional 
charge will be made for 
changing the type of service 
or instrument. Only 29 ex- 
changes made an “in place” 
charge under the previous 
schedule, while the new tar- 
iff provides that all exchanges 
will make such a charge and 
in all cases it will be the same 
amount, namely, $1.00. The 
new schedule, as it relates to 
all exchanges except Lincoln, 
becomes effective January 1, 
1938. The “in place” charge 
in Lincoln was reduced, on 
December 1, 1937, from $1.25 
to $1.00. 


It is expected that this new 
tariff will meet with a favor- 
able response from customers, 
particularly since it does away 
with charges for changes in 
service and instruments. It 
should, in many instances, 
have a very stimulating effect 
upon our sales program.

Using Long Distance con- 
ference service to talk to all 
district and area offices, on 
December 15, General Com- 
mercial Superintendent H. F. 
McCulla made it plain that 
a need exists for real sales 
effort if we are to close the 
year with a net station gain. 


Mr. McCulla pointed to the 
fact that a call upon the 
loyalty of all employes—an ap- 
peal to their pride in their 
Company—has never failed to 
produce results. He was def- 
inite in his declaration of be- 
lief that such an appeal will 
not fail now. 


At a number of crucial times 
the past four years, employes 
of this Company have risen in 
their strength to turn a station 
deficit into a station gain. 
Most notable of these in- 
stances came in 1934—when 
an October 15 deficit of 1,200 
stations was turned into a De- 
cember 31 gain of 300 stations! 


“That,” declares Mr. Mc- 
Culla, “was SELLING—and 
we can do it again. As a 
matter of fact, we are only ap- 
proximately 150 stations ‘in 
the red’ on December 15.

For Christmas” and “Life On The Prairie” were representa- 
tive, in a highly colored manner, of the history of an era. 
Making no particular pretension to being “great art” the 
prints, nonetheless, brightened millions of homes that would 
otherwise have been bare of pictures. 


Time passed and Mr. Currier and Mr. Ives were gathered 
to their fathers. Their prints were largely forgotten. Those 
of us whose lives touched the ’90‘s can dimly remember see- 
ing originals carefully preserved, for their sentimental value, 
in the homes of elderly people. Suddenly, about fifteen 
years ago, interest in Currier & Ives prints began to mount. 
Most of the original prints had, by then, been lost or de- 
stroyed. Such as remained became collector’s items. Origi- 
nal prints that, at the time of their publication, sold for less 
than a dollar, today bring sums ranging up to $1,500. 

Above and beyond the collector’s mania for these pic- 
tures—which, of course, gives them fictitious monetary values 
—they have come to possess an overpowering sentimental 
value for millions of Americans. They represent an America 
that is no more. An America that can be but dimly con- 
jured from the pages of Irving, Cooper, Whittier, Long- 
fellow and others. An America which was conquering a 
frontier and in which there was sturdy independence and 
a high courage that found intense joy in simple living and 
simple pleasures. 

I have a theory that the present craze for Currier & 
Ives prints is due not so much to their monetary value as 
to a nostalgia most Americans feel for an era that has gone 
forever. A nostalgia for a day when a “husking bee” was 
better fun than the “Big Apple’—a sleigh ride more ex- 
hilarating than an automobile traveling seventy miles an 
hour! Most of us would dislike giving up our present com- 
forts—our telephone, automobile, radio, furnace, electric 
lights and appliances—but the price we have paid to possess 
them seems to be reflected in a complex and harried civiliza- 
tion that offers problems almost too staggering to be solved!

Survey Proves Value of Farm Telephone 


E all know how valuable a 

telephone is in saving time, 
in bringing help in emergen- 
cies, in making smooth our 
household and special life, but 
how many people realize that 
a telephone in the home may 
be the means of saving actual 
dollars and cents—more dol- 
lars and cents than are re- 
quired to pay for the tele- 
phone service? 


Well, according to an article 
in a recent issue of Telephony, 
27 farm families in Iowa now 
know it, and Ralph Borman 
of the Northwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Company, knows it, too. 
Mr. Borman made the survey 
which uncovered the facts. 
The 27 families more than 
saved the cost of their service 
during the period of the sur- 
vey by eliminating automobile 
trips which would have been 
necessary if they had not used 
the telephone. The combined 
travel saved by using the tele- 
phone was 4,620 miles, or 171 
miles per family, involving 10 
trips each. The cost of driv- 
ing a car for that distance, 
conservatively estimated at 
2% cents a mile, would have 
averaged $4.28 a month for 
each of the families, which is 
more than the cost of the tele- 
phone. 


The idea of the telephone 
man was to get a true picture 
of the ordinary, everyday use 
of the telephone on the farm, 
rather than emergency or out- 
standing cases, and to see if it 
was possible to find specific 
tangible facts about farm tele- 
phone service which would 
permit telephone men, to talk

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telephone service to farmers 
on a cold, cash-saving basis. 


You may be surprised to 
learn that nearly half of the 
calls were made in connection 
with the business of running 
the farm and that more than 
one-third were made for social 
purposes. About one-tenth of 
them concerned the house- 
hold and about one-tenth were 
classified as miscellaneous. 


And who do you think made 
most of the calls? The wife, 
of course. Six out of every 
ten. The father of the family 
made about a quarter of the 
total, and the rest of the fam- 
ily, including the hired hands 
and the neighbors, accounted 
for 17 per cent. . 

The farm wife not only 
placed a large portion of the 
household and social calls, but 
a large portion of the business 
calls as well. 

One of the husbands sol- 
emnly declared that he didn’t 
have much use for the tele- 
phone. But classification of 
this family’s calls revealed 
that a little more than 53 per 
cent of the wife’s calls con- 
cerned the business of run- 
ning the farm. 

Most farmers live some dis- 
tance from their neighbors 
and usually several miles from 
a town. The farmer has par- 
ticular need for communica- 
tion in his business of running 
a farm and in the social life 
of the family. He is, in reality, 
getting both business and resi- 
dence service from his tele- 
phone, for which he pays only 
the residence rate.
